Letter from state nixes additional 
beds for Elba Nursing Home

The Elba Nursing Home was al- 
most ready to open ten additional 
badly needed nursing home beds 
when a letter from state officials to 
Elba and 59 other Alabama nursing 
homes stopped activity preparing for 
these additional beds. 

The letter, from Elbert Peters the 
new director of the Alabama Staie 
Health Planning and Development 
Agency, indicated that the action by 
the very board he heads, along with 
the 1994. Alabama legislative bill, 
made during the previous  ad- 
ministration may have been done im- 
properly or illegally, That action 
granted the nursing homes the right 
to add up to 10% of their existing 
beds without further action by the 
board. 

Drexel Cook, chairman of the 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home Authority, said this week he is 


optimistic Elba will ultimately get 
the authority to complete the work 
and offer the nursing hore beds to 
the people on their waiting list. 

He said that even though the Iet- 
ter from Mr. Peters has hicld up the 
additional beds, at least temporally, 
he has reason to believe that Elba 
will ultimately get the authority to 
open the ten beds to area citizens. 

Mr, Cook said the local nursing 
home has already spent several thou- 
sand dollars on renovations fol- 
lowing the written decision by the 
board allowing the additional beds. 
They were also counting on the rev- 
enue from the additional residents to 
help pay the rising cost of opera- 
tions. 

Cook said contacts have been 
made with the state board and with 
Governor Fob James in an effort to 
gct Peters to reverse his surprise ac- 
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situation. Haywood noted he had 
told the council he wanted an answer 
by this, the May 22nd meeting, on 
the payment of his personal legal ex- 
penses. 

Things were quite for a while and 
Brunson then spoke up. He said itis 
often in the best interest of the city 
to protect public officials in per- 
forming their official duties, how- 
ever there is a line when or not to 
pay these expenses. 

Brunson added that the Alabama 
League of Municipalities says a city 
is within its authority to set policies 
for such situations and maybe Elba 
should develop such a policy. 

He continued by noting the city 
had begun to move forward in the 
past year and in an effort to put some 
things behind us and move forward 
he was making a motion to pay the 
legal fees, which totaled $20,948.27. 

The motion passed with Council 
members Brunson, Earl McCollough 
and Gladys Yelverion voting yes, 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less voted against the action while 
Brad Wilson abstained, as did Hay- 
wood. 

The council heard a request to 
sell some additional property near 
the airport to Cash Brothers Leasing. 
The firm purchased some property 
from the city last year when they de- 
cided to construct a permanent build- 
ing, They had been leasing the lot 
for several years. 

City Clerk Henry Clark said the 
firm had constructed a 100 X 300 
building at a cost of about $200,000 
and needed about 75 feet of addi- 
tional frontage to allow turning of 
tractor trailers in and out of the facil- 
ity. 

They wanted a piece of land with 
75.21 feet of road frontage and ex- 
tending back up to 200 feet. The to- 
tal parcel contains 3.44 acres of land. 


Commissioner's widow questions insurance

The majority of Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion centered around life insurance 
and the amount of coverage provid- 
ed by the county. 

The question arose when Yvonne 
Averett, widow of the late Commis- 
sioner Sid A. Averett, appeared be- 
fore the commission seeking clarifi- 
cation on how much life insurance 
was provided by the county. 

Mrs. Averett had received a 
check in the mail for $5,000 without 
any explanation as to where it had 
come from; however, County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Mobley later ex- 
plained how that occurred. 

Mobley stated that the check had 
been sent to the commission office 
by the county’s insurance provider 
as a settlement in the death of Com- 
missioner Averett. 

Mrs, Averett told commissioners 


that she questioned the amount of 
coverage and had signed nothing 
with the insurance company accept- 
ing the death benefit. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion (forty-five minutes), it was de- 
termined that under the present 
terms of the county’s insurance coy- 
erage, and at the time of Averett’s 
death, cach county employee has 
$25,000.00 of life insurance. 

However, after an employee 
reaches the age of 70-years-old and 
older, the maximum amount of life 
insurance coverage decreases to 
$5,000.00, Commissioner Averett 
was Over age 70 at the time of his 
death. 

In order to make sure that every- 
thing is being handled properly in 
the settlement concerning Mr. Ave- 
rett, the commission instructed the 
county's attorney, Mark Fuller, to 
examine the policy and determine 
exactly what the settlement (amount) 
should be,

Commissioners heard complaints 
concerning Co, Rd. 456 from James 
Wambles. 

The road, which leads to a ceme- 
tery and a private hunting lodge, has 
become impassable except by four- 
wheel drive vehicles and bulldozers. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
had pictures of the road at the last 
commission meeting which showed 
that the creck, which use to flow un- 
der the road, now flows down the 
road! 

Wambles told commissioners that 
he, along with several dozen other 
folks, would like to see the road 
fixed! 

Tindell told commissioners and 
Wambles that county crews had 
made temporary repairs to the roads 
and plans were being made to fix it 
better. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens, 
in whose district the road is located, 
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the same $2500 per acre they had 
paid for the previous parcel. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough questioned the action. He con- 
tended it is illegal to sell the prop- 
erty without getting three certified 
appraisals. 

[wo motions were approved by 
the council. One was to declare the 
parcel in question as surplus to the 
city. The second was to approve the 
sale if the city attorney determined 
the action is legal. If addition action 
is needed, the attorney is to report 
back to the council. 

McCollough voted against both 
the motions, while all others voted in 
favor, thus completing the action. 

Brunson said he had researched 
this matter before the city sold the 
first parcel. He explained that the 
city bought the land in 1971 for 
$500 per acre. The purchase was for 
a planned expansion of the Elba air- 
port which never materialized. 

He noted Cash Trailers would 
work ten to twelve people, had built 
a $200,000 plus building and would 
be purchasing considerable amounts 
of electricity from the city owned 
utility, 

McCollough said. he wasn’t 
against Cash Trailers, he just wanted 
to be sure the taxpayers were getting 
a fair return on their investment. 

NOTE: The funds to purchase the 
“Coon property” came to Elba from 
a special legislative appropriation 
secured by then State Representative 
R. D. Easters. 


Brunson gave a report from the fi 
nance committee and said the budget 
comparison continues to look good. 
He said the revenue was in line with 
projections. Privilege licenses in- 
come is up and the annual gas dis 
trict check was $60,000 higher than 
budgeted. 

He said expenses continue to be 
within budget. 

Brunson said the city has 
$215,000 in short term debts. Some 
of this can be retired this year and a 
good bit more in the next fiscal year. 
He said the committee recommended 
Keeping these obligations on short 
term and paying them off as soon as 


possible, even though the interest’ 


rates will be somewhat higher, 

The council then voted to engage 
their engineering firm to prepare a 
FHA  grant/low interest sewer im- 
provement loan application. The cost 
will be $4,000. 

Haywood explained that the city 
is wanting to make some improve- 
ments in existing sewer lines and 
hopefully extend sewer service to all 
the citizens within the City of Elba. 

Police Chief Maxwell Hooks re- 
ported the department responded to 
37 complaints during the past re- 
porting period. They issued 14 traf- 
fic citations, including one for DUI, 
one for failure to stop for a school 
bus and two for violating the boom 
box ordinance. 

They investigated two automobile 
accidents. = 

Hooks reported on receiving ap- 
proval on the federal grant to put ad-

ditional police officers on American 
streets. He said Officer [da See, who 
was hired with the grant funds, has 
compiled a list of over 140 women 
who are living alone and the de 
partment is making regular contact 
with these citizens to insure their 
safety.

On or about September 4, 1989, 
Officer Michael Patrick, an agent 
and officer of the City of Elba, 
transported Randy Walton to the 
home of the parents of Janet Lock- 
elt, Walton's common-law wife. 
Walton and Lockett had had a do- 
mestic dispute earlier in the day. 
Officer Patrick allowed Walton to 
sit in the front seat of the patrol 
car. When they arrived at the 
home, Walton struck Officer Pat- 
rick and seized his revolver, Wal- 
ton then ran into the home where 
he shot and killed his wife and 
then himself. 

The defendants were negligent 
and/or wanton in the transporting 
Randy Walton to the residence 
and allowing him the opportunity 


$250,000.00 Drug Bust

A drug bust in Coffee County last 
week resulted in the arrest of a Kins- 
ton man, the confiscation of weap- 
ons, and a large stash of synthetic 
drugs. 

On May 17, 1995, at approxi- 
mately 6:00 p.m., members of the 
DEA (Drug Enforcement Agency) 
Federal Drug Task Foree, and the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, along with federal, state and 
municipal law enforcement officers, 
raided Solomon Diesel Repair & 
Service in Kinston, AL, 

Seized in the raid was more than 
five pounds of methamphetamine 
and 4 total of fifteen firearms, The 
weapons included semi-automatic ri- 
fles, shotguns and handguns, 

The methamphetamine has an es- 
timated street value of $250,000.00. 

The synthetic drug is an addictive 
drug that is very similar to cocaine 
and one gram of the substance sells 


for about $100 

Arrested was Ricky D. Solomon, 
44, Route 1, Box 9, Kinston on fed- 
eral charges of possession of Me- 
thamphetamines, 

Solomon was scheduled to appear 
before a federal magistrate in Mont- 
gomery for arraignment, 

According to a news release by 
the 12th Judicial District Attorney's 
office, the five-month investigation 
is continuing, and additional arrest 
are expected, 

Federal charges were preferred in 
this case since the investigation in- 
volves more than one state. 

Law enforcement agencies in- 
volved included the Cotfee County 
Sheriffs Department, the District 
Attorney's Office, Enterprise, Kins- 
ton, and Prichard police depart- 
ments, sheriff's departments from 
Geneva and Montgomery counties, 
ABC Narcotics, DPS Narcotics, 
DEA, Alabama Department of Fo- 
rensic Sciences and the Reconnais- 
sance & Interdiction Detachment of 
the Alabama National Guard, 


to take the service revolver and 
thereafter shoot and kill Janet 
Lockett.

PLANTIFF DEMANDS TRIAL BY 
JURY 

Ms. Brown was represented in the 
case by the law firm of Baxley, Dil- 
lard & Dauphin of Birmingham, AL, 
and Attorney Garth Lindsey of Elba. 

Representing the defendants were 
Attorneys Mark Vaughan and Jack- 
son W. Stokes of Elba. 

The first trial ended in a mistrial 
and the case was finally heard during 
the civil term of court held during 
the week of May 8 through May 12. 

In rendering its verdict, the jury 
retumed a split decision. They 
found in favor of the plantiff (Mary 


Lee Brown) and against the defen- 
dant, the City of Elba, and assessed 
the planuff damages at $100,000.00. 
The jury found in favor of the de- 
fendant, Michael Patrick, relieving 
him of any assessment of damages. 
Attorney Mark Vaughan stated 
that he was pleased that the jury re- 


- turned a verdict in favor of Officer 


Patrick and that the amount was not 
greater against the city. 

He also felt that the jury’s verdict 
was based on the failure of the po- 
lice department to establish policy, 
or to follow established policy, in 
dealing with the circumstances such 
as the ones that occurred in this 
tragic incident. 

Vaughan said that the city is re- 
viewing all its options before decid- 
ing whether or not to appeal the 
jury’s verdict. He added that an ap- 
peal and another trial would be ex- 
pensive. 

The defendant has 42 days from 
the date of the verdict in which to 
file am appeal.

House Passes Plan to Balance Federal Budget 


Yes, finally it’s true. The U.S. 


House of Representatives has finally 
passed a spending plan which re- 
quires a balanced federal budget by 
the year 2002. 

By a vote of 238 to 193 last 
week, House members stood up for 
our children’s future and agreed to a 
seven-year blueprint for our national 
budget. 

The new Republican budget 
blueprint sets spending limits by cat- 
egory and offers recommendations 
on how to reach those goals. The 
recommendations are yet to be final- 
ized, but the overall caps - the spend- 
ing limits that will bring our budget 
into balance by the year 2002 — are 
in place. 

Not only will this budget plan 
save our children from financial ruin 
and scandalous amounts of debt, but 
eliminating the federal budget deti- 
cit will also bring immediate benefit 
to every American working family. 

The U.S. Government's Gen- 
eral Accounting Office predicts if we 
balance the budget seven years from 
now, the average American will have 
real growth in income of 36 percent 
over the next 25 years. 

Experts with the economic 
forecasting firm DRI/McGraw-Hill 
estimate that balancing the budget 
would create 2.4 million additional 

jobs in ten years and put an extra 
$1,000 a year in every American 
family’s pocket. 

The Republican budget plan 
meets the mandate of the American 
public to reduce the size, scope and 
cost of federal government. 

Through necessary sacrifices 
and belt-tightening the seven-year 


House budget plan proposes to elimi- 
nate 283 federal wasteful and redun- 
dant programs, 14 different federal 
agencies, 68 commissions and the 
entire departments of Commerce, 
Education and Energy. It would also 
cut foreign aid by $29 billion, 

Unfortunately, there are still 
those who choose to distort the truth 
and mislead the public about the Re- 
publican budget, 

Forexample, many House lib- 
erals maintain that our new budget 
“cuts programs for the poor and sick 
to pay for tax cuts for the rich.” In 
fact, 42 million Americans and 5 
million seniors will see their taxes 
lowered by the budget. 

Also, seventy-four percent of 
the families eligible for the child tax 
break earn under $75,000 a year, 
The tax cuts are already paid for 
through reduced spending and wel- 
fare reform passed in April. 

Another of the liberals’ 
charges is that the new Republican 
budget slashes Medicare. AsI wrote 
in last week’s column, our plan saves 
Medicare from bankruptcy while 
actually increasing Medicare spend- 
ing by more than 40 percent. This 
means Medicare spending for each 
beneficiary will rise from the current 
$4,700 to more than $6,300. 

To be frank, the President and 
Congressional liberals have taken a 
walk on seniors. They have no plan 
to save Medicare. 

Over the next five months, 
Congress will approve the details of 
the new budget before its final pas- 
sage in October.

Buckle Up America Week May 22-29 


In recognition of Buckle Up 
America! Week, Dr. Donald Wil- 
liamson, state health Officer, Ala- 
bama Department of Public Health, 
reminds motorists that buckling up is 
the most effective measure they can 
lake to protect themselves in a crash 
and urges them to make it a habit 
during Buckle Up! America Week, 
May 22-29, 

During this week, state and local 
safety groups , as well as law en- 
forcement officers, make a special 
effort to encourage people to use 
safety belts, child safety seats and air 
bags by increasing information and 
enforcement of state belt use laws. 

All 50 states, the District of Co- 
lumbia, and Puerto Rico have laws 
requiring the use of child safety 
seats, and 48 states and the district 
have laws requiring seat belt use. 

The chance of serious injury or 


death is reduced Significantly by 
wearing safety belts, 

According to 1993 Alabama sta- 
tistics, there were 1,040 people 
killed in 911 fatal accidents, seven- 
ly-seyen percent of these automobile 
fatalities occurred in people not 
wearing seatbelts. 

In the United States, in 1993, 
safety belts saved more than 5,000 
lives and have saved more than 
40,000 lives since 1983, Child safety 
seats saved approximately 250 lives 
in 1993 and have saved more than 
2,000 since 1983. 

In 1982, before any state had a 
belt use law, only about 11 percent 
buckled up. Now 66 percent of 
Americans use seatbelts because of 
increased law enforcement and pub- 
lic information efforts, 

However, according to the 1994 
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wack NOTICE xan

fall seatbelt survey conducted by the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health, only 54 percent of Alabama 
motorists currently use safety belts 
and 57 percent use child safety seats. 

Dr. Williamson stresses that the 
cost related to lack of safety belt us- 
age only increases the need for eve- 
ryone to buckle up, 

The public could save $12 billion 
annually by getting everyone into a 
safety belt, according to the National 
Public Research Institute. Every 
adult who uses his or her safety belt 
currently pays $110 a year to cover 
nonusers, 

Buckle Up! America Week is part 
of the safety agency's “Campaign 
Safe and Sober,” a nationwide effort 
to reduce impaired driving and in- 
crease the use of safety belts and 
child safety seats,

. pionship. Williamson was named

In 1993, Williamson made the 
move to Deep South-Worth, from 
Mississippi, but in 1994 he jumped 
again, this time landing with South- 
land, a Major Open team that went 
on to win the USSSA World Series.

Gardening Tips 
Earlin - Sign of reen 
Thumb 

There are a few home gardeners 
in Coffee County who are already 
eating sweet corn. Having a particu- 
lar vegetable ready to harvest way 
before everyone else is definitely a 
sign of an excellent green thumb, | 
would like to compliment all of 
those home gardeners. 

Just how did they grow that 
corn? There are several keys to their 
success | would like to share.

ness. Planting extra early and taking 
a few risks with early cool weather 
IS a Key, Optimum fertility is also a 
major key to success. Using a pop- 
up fertilizer with a little nitrogen and 
phosphorus gets the corn growing 
fast. Then sidedress with ammonium 
nitrate or sulfate when the corn is 
about 10 inches tall, Give the plant 
all of the nutrients it needs and never 
let if have a stress period. Irrigate to 
give corn the optimum water also en- 
hances earliness. Along with these 
keys ‘remember to plant your corn in 
blocks with at least four rows width 
to ensure good pollination. These 
same principles work with most veg- 
etable crops whether it be watermel- 
ons, sweet corn, okra, yellow 
squash, or tomatoes. 


Blossom End Rot on Yellow 


Squash & Tomatoes 

Blossom end rot on yellow 
squash and tomatoes is caused by a 
calcium deficiency, Several factors 
affect this. First of all, calcium defi- 
ciency is affected by the soil pH. It 
is always good to take a soil sample 
and check your pH, especially if you 
are planting a crop like yellow 
squash and tomatoes that require a 
lot of calcium to bear fruit, When in 
doubt, always add a little extra lime 
or calcium to your soil when plant- 
ing these crops. 

Cool soil temperatures and cool 
night temperatures also cause blos- 
som end rot. These cool tempera 
tures keep the plant from taking up 
the calcium they need, As soon as 
the weather warms up, your yellow 
squash will fruit better, Different va 
rieties of plants also take up calcium 
at different temperatures, This intor- 
mation is usually not available to the 
home gardener, 

Drought will also cause calcium 
deficiency. There has to be water 
available for the calcium to be trans- 
located to the plant. So always keep 
your squash and tomatoes irrigated, 
especially in times of drought. 

As tomatoes start to bloom and 
set fruit, this is a good time to apply 
extra calcium in the form of calcium 
nitrate, Just sidedress the calcium ni- 
trate just as you would have the am 
monium nitrate, Or you may spray 
on calcium nitrate, You can buy that 
in the form of a blossom end rot 
spray. 

Blossom end rot can be caused by 
lack of pollination, Here again cool 
nights keep a tomato plant from pol- 
linating properly, Tomatoes are selt- 
pollinated. Squash plants have a 
male and female Mower, Often the 
male flowers will form first and it 
may be a week or two before the fe- 
male flower forms and is pollinated. 
There are times when these young 
squash are not properly pollinated 
and will be hollow with no seeds in 
the end and will be somewhat small- 


er and shriveled. Usually, within a 
week or so with warmer weather and 


more plentiful male and female 
flowers, the squash will fill out prop- 
erly, 


You may be interested to know 
that yellow squash flowers can be 
eaten, Many people will pick off the 
extra flowers and cook them with 
their scrambled eggs.

Ethel Lois Payne’s literary tal- 
‘nts were discovered while she 
worked as an Army hostess in Yo- 
kohama, Japan. For the next 50 
years, she followed a journalism ca- 
reer to become a well traveled, artic- 
ulate--in both print and broadcast 
nationally known Civil Rights fig 
ure, She carned acclaim as a feature 
vriter with the Chicago Defender 
luring Word War II, later covering 
the turbulent Civil Rights Era as a 
Washington correspondent. Well 
traveled, she was the only black re- 
porter at an international conference 
in Bandung, Indonesia attended by | 
Harlem Representative Adam Clay- 
ton Powell, She filed stories from 
more than 30 countries ranging from 
independence celebrations, hunger 
campaigns, the Vietnam War, and 
more recently, interviewing Winnie 
Mandela.
